>PON the Arrival of an Exprefs from 
Italy, with the News of the Defeat of 
3 Regiments of the Imperialifts at Santa 
Vittoria ; The Queen receiv'd the Com- 
pliments of the Nobility , and Cardinal 
Portocarero otder’d Te Deum to be Sung with great 
Solemnity, and all other Expreffions of Joy were 
fhewn, that are ufual on fuch Occafions. 
From the Paris Gazetre, Dated Aug. 26. 
Rome, July 1. On the 3oth of laft Month Prince 
Borghefe Ambaffador Extraordinary from the K. of 
Spain, had a Publick Audience, to thank the Pope 
for the Legation of Cardinal Barberini: He was 
drefs'd in a Spanifh Habit, and attended by a great. 
_ number of Gentlemen that were cloath’d in the fame 
Fathion, and above roo Servants in Liveries ; His 
Coaches were very rich, and He was accompany’d 
by So Prelates, and feveral others, of the moft Con- 
fiderable Perfons of this Court. Since the Duke of 
Sermoneta’s fudden departure, the Pope has order'd 
the Criminal Procefs that was commenc’d againft 
him to be carry’d on; for that in. contempt of the 
Apoftolical Conftitutions, he had pick’d up and 
arm’d Vagabonds and diforderly Perfons, within the 
Territories of the Church ; and for that he had with- 
drawn himfelf, norwithftanding the Commands of 
his Holinefs frequently reiterated to him to abide 
in Rome. In confequence of this Profecution, Cita- 
tions have been formally made before his Palace, and 
in the Fief of Cifterna ; by which he is Summon’d 
to appear within the term prefcrib’d ; in default of 
— he will be condemn’d to lofs of Life and 
te.

Vienna, Aug. 16. The levying of 15000 Men for 
Recruits is carry’d on diligently, and "tis hop’d will 
be compleated by the end of October; to be fent to 
the feveral Regiments. The States of the Lower 
Auftria are afflembled, to confult of raifing their 
Contingent within the time propos’d. And tis faid 
that moft of the Imperial Hereditary Provinces have 
refolv’d to hire what they are to furnith, of fome 
forreign Princes, that they may be Ready the fooner. 
The Emperor has given the Regiment of Dragoons 
of Dietrichftcin, to Count Trautmansdorf. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, Dated Aug. 28. 
Ratisbon, Aug. 17. On Monday laft, the Envoy. 
of the Elector of Mentz propes’d to the Deputies of 
the Diet to proceed in theit Deliberation about the 
Empire’s Declaring War againft France,in purfuance 
of the inftances that had been made to the Affembly 
on that Subject by Cardinal Lamberg, his Imperial 
Majefty’s chief Commiffioner. But fome Deputies 
alledging anew, That they had not yet receiv’d fuf- 
ficient Inftructions ; it was reprefented that the Diet 
had already confented to a Delay for the coming of 
fuch Inftructions ; that the greateft part of the De- 
puties had receiv’d theirs long ago, and that to keep 
Matters longer in Sufpence, would be very Prejudi- 
cial to the Empire. Whereupon it was refolv’d to 
wait the Arrival of the two firft Imperial Pofts, and 
res to begin their Deliberations without further 
elay. 


_ Franclfort, Aug. 20. The Elector of Mentz ar- 
rivid here with his Court at 1o a Clock this 
Morning. Inthe Afternoon, The Elector and Ele- 
Ctrefs Palatine came hither likewife, attended by 360 
Horfe, and alighted at the Palace of the Knights of 
the Teutonick Order, which was put in order fot 
their Reception. Thefe 2 Electors are to treat tach 
other by turns to Day and to Morrow, and the next 
day they will part; the Elector of Mentz for his 
Capital City, and the Elector Palatin for Weinhem 
in the Bergftrat, where he will continue fome rime 
and then go to Heidelberg. Our Deputies fer for- 
ward Yefterday to compliment the King of the Ro- 
mans upon his happy Arrival in the Camp before 
Landau. And to day Prayers have been made in 
all the Proteftant Churches of this City for the Pre-. 
fervation of his Sacred Perfon, and for the good 
Succefs of the Campaign. Our Magiftrates are go- 
ing to fend to the Camp before Landau 2 Pieces of 
Cannon more (witha great quantity of Ammuni- 
tion) along with 4 other great Guns which are fur- 
nifh’d by the Marquifs of Bateith, and arriv’d 2 days 
ago by the way of Bamberg. 

Maeftricht, Aug. 23. The Province of Luxem- 
bourg,and part of Brabant, together with the Couns 
try lying between the Satnbre and the Meufe ; have 
fent Deputies hither, to treat with the Commiffio- 
ners of the States General, about the Contributions 
that have been demanded of them on pain of Mili- 
tary Execution. Monfieur de la Motte , a Captain 
of an Independent Company that is in Garrifon here, 
being advanc’d rother day a little too far into the 
Spanifh Brabant, fell into ap Amibuth of 500 Pea- 
fants, who refcued out of his hands fome Hoftages, 
200 Horfes and other Booty which he was bringin 
hither, wounded and took the Captain himfelf, and 
fent him Prifoner to Bruffels; But the fame Peafants 
and others in thofe Quarters, have offer’d to pay his 


Ranfom themfelves, for fear of having their Villages . 


burnt. Another of our Parties that had been pretty 
far into the Enemy’s Country likewife, has brought 
off 70 Horfes and feveral Hoftages, among them a 
Rich Merchant of Bruffels nam’d Kerps, who was 
out a Hurting near his Country Houfe.
